MANAMA June 27, 201 1 - Bahrain international Airport (BIA) will begin a new 

^ion proi to* is expected to increase the airport's capacity by 50 percent. 

"The plans we are initiating for an expanded international airport are essential to 
BaWs continued development, not only in providing businesses m Bahrain with the 
access they demand for the future, but also in bolstering the growing 
logistics industry in the kingdom," said Khalid Al Rumaihi.

Since 
the program's beginning, the country has seen the number of IB's grow horn 22 in 2006 
to 51 as of this month. 

•The creation of this license has attracted a number of prominent regional and ^ 
international financial institutions to establish investment business firms m Bahrain, he 
said.

Supervision Directorate Mohammed Ayman Al Tajer remained optimistic about 
Bahrain's ultimate recovery and growth.
